In September 1948 the Kirin Peace Preservation Corps became part of the Chinese 
Communist Army, In April 1950 the North Korean government recalled all North 
Korean troops serving with the Chinese Communist Army in China. Troops from 
Tingchou, North China, were among the 4,000 returned to Korea, One hundred 

and twenty were selected for officers' school and were sent to Pyongyang for 
training. The school had three Soviet advisers in civilian clothing, 


On 1) June trainees were sent to Hoeryong (12915, 42,-25) to join the 15th 
Division, which on 21 June moved to Kunhwa 26, 32-10), thea south on Loot, 
PAK Song-chol, CO of the 15 Diviai ds from either China or the USSR 
and speaks Chinese and Russian.
